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New marina proposal draws citizen controversy 


A 65 boat slip marina proposal 
in front of the One Water Street 
Restaurant is turning out to be 
creating more controversy than 
expected after word of the 
proposed marina development was 
leaked to members of the Boyne 
City community and the press last 
week. 

The proposal, by the developers 
_and owners group of the One 
Water Street and Company, was 
submitted to the Department of

Since then, the project has 
drawn concerns from area fisher- 
men, boaters, residents, and others 
who are lining up either for or 


against the project. 

The proposed marina calls for 
the area in front of the One Water 
Street Restaurant to be dredged 
to an average depth of about eight 
feet below the low water depth of 
the lake, about 450 feet wide, and 
out into the lake about to the end 
of the original city Water Street 
Dock pilings. 

' Arubble mound break wall con- 
sisting of stone and broken con- 
crete is to be constructed on the 


south and west sides of the project. 
Within the break wall will be two 
floating dock systems with finger 
slips varying in size from 31 feet to 
41 feet. 

The 65 slips are to be sold to 
boat owners of which 20 to 25 
would probably be available for 
public rental, transient or seasonal 
use. 
As the first step of the proposal 
was to submit an application to the 
DNR and the Corps, developers 
said it could take several years for 
the proposal to be approved or 
denied by the governmental par- 
ties, 


Those lining up who are against 
the proposed marina include area 
fishermen who say the marina will 
be taking up a prime fish rearing 
habitat. 

The fishermen say that the slab 
wood that was dumped into the 
lake about 100 years ago, has 
provided a good place for fish to 
breed and grow. 

Some residents argue that the 
proposed marina takes in public 
water, although they do agree that 
the lake property owner has 
riparian rights to the bottom land 
of the lake. The water, they have 


whole, and should not be taken 
from the public trust so that a 
private enterprise can make some 
money. : 

Others are saying that because 
of the littoral drift along the lake 
shore which is in a clockwise direc- 
tion, the proposed break wall will 
stop the flow of waters that are 
needed to help clean out the new 
Boyne City Peninsula Beach, 
which, if the project is approved, 
would be sited between the Har- 
borage Marina and the One Water 
Street Marina. They are saying

ASPARAGUS 

Asparagus is a foretaste of 
those fresh green garden 
vegetables and it is now in the 
produce section of our markets. 
We enjoy it cooked or raw in 
salads, creamed dishes and just 
freshly cooked with a little butter, 
salt and pepper. Mother raised her 
asparagus in a small patch along 
the garden fence. She cooked and 
drained it, then added some fresh 
cream, salt and pepper and heated 
it until just below the boiling point. 
She served this in side dishes. She 
often prepared chopped cooked 
carrots this same way. We did not 
know how good this was for us, so 
rich in vitamins and minerals; we 
just ate it because it was good and 
we were hungry. Here is an old 
time recipe for asparagus in a 
cream sauce from an old cookbook 
called, “Common Sense in the 
Household.” Published date ??? 


AMBUSHED ASPARAGUS 

The liked to give their recipes 
very interesting and unusual 
names . sometimes. This is re 
written for our modern way of 
cooking. 
6 hard dinner rolls 
Butter, melted 
1 Ib. fresh asparagus or 1 package, 
frozen 
2 cups cream sauce* 
1Cut tops from 6 dinner rolls, 
hollow out most of the center. 
Brush centers with melted butter 
and place them, along with the tops, 
in a 300 degree oven to dry while 
you prepare the asparagus. 
2-Cook the asparagus until tender. 
Drain and cut the spears into small 
pieces. Set aside. 
3Make the following 


CREAM SAUCE* 
2 cups milk 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 
1 spring of parsley 
4 tablespoons butter 
4 tablespoons flour 
Salt, pepper and (nutmeg optional) 

Melt butter in a saucepan. Stir 
in Hour unti) smooth and cook over 
low heat for several minutes, Do 
not brown. Stir milk into the mix- 
ture and continue. cooking over low 
heat stirring constantly until sauce 
bubbles. Cook very gently until 
sauce has thickened. Season to 
taste with salt, pepper and a dash 
of nutmeg if you wish. Makes 2 
cups. ; 

Stir the cream sauce into the 
asparagus, then spoon it into the 
hot, crisp rolls. Cover with the tops 
and put back in the oven for 3 
minutes. Delicious served with 
crisp bacon for lunch or supper. .

ROLL-UPS 
1 pkg. thin sliced boiled or baked 
ham 


1 |b. fresh asparagus or a 15 oz. can 
1 pkg. Hollandaise Sauce Mix 

Lightly heat the ham slices, 
cook the fresh asparagus spears or 
heat and drain the canned variety. 

On each ham slice lay 3 or 4 
stalks of asparagus and roll up. 
Place on a cookie sheet and keep 
warm in a 200 degree oven while 
you make the sauce. 

T use the sauce mix, following 
the directions on the package. This 
is still a beautiful and tasty bridge 
luncheon dish to serve the girls. 
You can have it prepared ahead of 
time. Just heat in oven the last few 
minutes. Pour on the sauce the last 
thing you do. 

Asparagus is always good ser- 
ved cold with a vinegar and oil 
dressing; you might try this recipe 
for 
ASPARAGUS SALAD MEDLEY 
1 can (15 02.) good quality green 
asparagus spears, drained 
5 cherry tomatoes, quartered 
2 medium red potatoes, cooked 
and diced 
% cup sliced green onions 
2 cup diced cucumber 
2 tablespoons white wine vinegar 
2 teaspoons olive oil 
2 tablespoon chopped parsley 

Arrange asparagus on serving 
plate. Surround with a mixture of 
potatoes, tomatoes, cucumber and 
onions. 

Combine vinegar, oil and par- 
sley, spoon over salad. Garnish 
with green onions. Serves 6 

Or do it this way: 

Make your favorite potato salad 
and serve it with asparagus 
spears, as above. Just drizzle a lit- 
ule oi] and vinegar dressing over 
the asparagus spears. 

Here is an unusual delicious 
vegetable dish, which was 
prepared by my son-in-law, Bill. He 
said that I had to test it, as he has 
to test everything he eats at my 
place. I must have someone to 
sample the new recipes and ex- 
periments that I indulge in, and I 
appreciate his help. 

GLAZED RADISHES 

He sliced~ a medium sized 
bowlful of red radishes, heated 
butter, about 2 tablespoons, in a 
large heavy fry-pan, then added 
the radishes, salt and pepper and a 
little dillweed to taste, He cooked 
this over low to medium. heat 
stirring occasionally until the 
radishes were a little tender but 
not fried to a crisp. ° 

We know that Bill would like 
this dish because radishes are his 
favorite raw vegetable. However, I 
too found them delicious; a taste a 
little like fried parsnips, turnips or 
mild rutabegas. I will fix this dish 


again soon.

“idea to build a new county courthouse in Charlevoix is 


Not that we are against building a new courthouse, but the 
location in Charlevoix perhaps is not the best to really serve 


the populace of the county. 


An argument could be made for building the courthouse in 
the Boyne City area, along with another jail to house those 


arrested and waiting for trial. 


The argument goes back many, many years when Boyne 
City was the county seat. The story eontinues that it was 
moved in the night to East Jordan.and then moved again to 
Charlevoix where it has been for almost 100 years. 

Several years ago, we suggested that a new jail be created 
in the Boyne City-Fast Jordan area and then the courthouse 
be located near the jail. We thought that was a good idea at 
the time, and still think it is a good idea. 

Both Boyne City and East Jordan are located near the 
center of the population base within the county, and as such, 
possibly have more of a crime problem that the county has to 
take care of through the court system. 

Of course the county commissioners will be asking the 
citizens’ support for a special millage to allow them to build a 
jail, perhaps as much as one-half a mill for what is now known 
as an undetermined period of years. 

Most taxpayers will think that is going to be on the books 


forever. 


Most taxpayers are also looking at the amount of money 
raised in taxes for the county every year and wonder if they 
are getting their money’s worth. 

Those who live in the cities also have to pay for county 
services that they don't get —like the Sheriffs Department in 
Boyne City which has its own police force 24 hours a day. We 
are sure there are other examples of city residents being 
eliminated from other county services as well. 

If the county commissioners think they can get a special 
millage approved for a new courthouse, without the city 
residents getting some of the county services, then we feel 
the millage issue will go down in defeat. Soundly. 

If the commissioners really wanted to see the passage of 
such a millage, then they should also add a spiff that says city 
residents do not have to pay county taxes. 

Residents within the city are getting taxed for both city 
and county services, but can only take advantage of one, not 


both.

BC Schools 
immunized 
against 
measles 


On April 12 and 15, public health 
nurses from District Health 
Department No. 3 reimmunized 
190 Boyne City School District 
students with the measles vaccine. 
The mass immunization clinics 
were held at the high school and 
middle school due to a case of 
measles diagnosed by a physician 
in a student. Parents should know 
that the clinic was held to prevent 
an outbreak of measles. Students 
were properly vaccinated accor- 
ding to state rules governing im- 
munizations in school age children. 
However, the school entry im- 
munization rules were written in 
1978 and require only one dose of 
measles, mumps and rubella vac- 
cine (MMR) after age 12 months, 

The current public health 
recommendations are two doses of 
MMR vaccine given at age 15 
months and on entry to school 
(ages 46 years). Older students and 
young adults should also receive 
two doses of MMR. vaccine. The 
second dose of MMR vaccine is not 
available at this time from the 
health department. Parents should 
contact their family physician for 


the immunization. 


When a case of measies is 
reported to the health department, 
an immunization record review is 
done at the school. Students im- 
munized between 12 and 15 mon- 
ths of age, or those who were 
never immunized  (waivered 
students), are identified. A second 
dose of measles vaccine, preferably 
MMR, is administered to this 
group because they are at in- 
creased risk of disease. The 
District Health Department can- 
not provide the second dose of 
MMR vaccine due to its cost. Plain 
measles vaccine is available free 
from the State Health Department 
for use in measles outbreak con- 
trol. 

The immunization record 
review of new school enterers and 
kindergarten students found 100% 
compliance with state rules. The 
records of all other students were 
reviewed and were also in com- 
pliance with the school entry laws. 
However, 21 elementary, 48 mid- 
dle school, and 128 high school 
students had been immunized 
between 12 and 15 months of age. 
Only five individuals were not 
reimmunized. Two students were 
ill and three chose not to be im- 
munized. Unimmunized children 
were excluded from school until 
April 17. A total. of 190 im- 
munications were given, 188 by 
the health department. 

It gave me great satisfaction 
and pleasure to work with the 
Boyne City students. They are an 
excellent: group of students and 
their cooperation made our task 
easy. Again I want to thank the 
superintendent, - . principals, 
secretarial staff, teachers, studen- 
ts, and -parents for their under- 


standing, a and cooperation.. -

become a cesspool because the 
water would become stagnant. 
The developers say that there will 
be circulation of waters 
engineered into the breakwall. 

Others are saying that another 
marina would make our com- 
munity look just like Charlevoix, 
which some consider to be not in 
the interest of the community. 

One question the developers 
will have to consider is whether or 
not the boaters who would use the 
new facility would make the trip 
up the lake to Boyne City when 
they could just stay in Charlevoix. 
Many boatérs feel that the extra 
17 miles may be too much although 
Charlevoix’s marina is filled with 
regularity and the boaters may be 
influenced to come to Boyne City 
as there would be facilities for 
them when they arrive. 

As to the economic benefits of a 
marina, it is well known that 
boaters spend about $100 per day 
where they tie up their boat. With 
the 65 slips, that equates out to 
about $600,000 per season the 
boaters could bring into the com- 
munity. Taxes on the boat slips 
would also be coming into the city. 

Some merchants have ex- 
pressed pleasure with the 
proposed marina, saying it would 
help out the local economy and 
help make some of the stores in 
the downtown area. more viable 
than if the marina were not 
developed.

Wild wings—migrating waterfowl

Wher I refer .to wild. wings, I'm. 


thinking. of waterfowl: _ ducks, 
‘geese, swans and Joons.. : 
_ Spring with .its onrush . of 
migrating waterfowl on their way 
to northerly climes, fly day and 
‘night seeking ancestral nesting 
grounds. | 

Fall southerly migrations just 
don’t. seem to have the. allure or 
mystique of spring’s onrush of our 
feathered webfoots. 

First come the diving water- 
fowl: golden eyes, mergansers 
‘(both the common and = red- 
breasted) and the hooded, buf- 
fleheads, scaups, ring necks, 
redheads and the ruddies. They. 
occupy the watery openings left by 
the retreating ice, noisily feeding 
and carrying out the preliminaries 
of courtship. 

Then a little later the puddlers 
sweep in to rest: mallards, blacks, 
gadwalls, pintails, shovelers..and 
later the little teals. 

Of course, overhead we hear the 
doglike yelping clamor of snow 
geese heading for remote Arctic 
nesting grounds, closely followed 
by the stately honking Canada 


geese. 

The endangered loons are also 
early arrivals and their eerie 
nighttime yodeling is a cry of 
primitive ancestry. Locally a male, 
waiting for his mate, is re 
establishing nesting rights on 
Emmet County's Round Lake. 

Then, too, swans are early 
migrators, not, however, am I 
referring to the year ‘round im- 
port; the obnoxious, belligerent 
mute swans. I refer to the whistler 
(also called tundra swan) who stop 
over in this area to rest before 
resuming a northerly flight to Ar- 
ctic Circle nesting areas. 

Recently I had the pleasure of 
seeing a swan on the ice off Camp 
Petosega at the mouth of Cedar 
Creek that proved to be other than 
the ever present mutes. 

This large webfoot sported a 
yellow plastic, numbered collar, 
and also had bands on both legs.
